NUTTALL  REPORTS 
TEACHERS  BEING 
PLACED  SLOWER 


Annual  Home  Economics 
Reception  to  Take  Place; 

Plans  Laid  for  Affair 


Slackness  Accounted  for  in 
an  Increased  Number  of 
Preparatory  Teachers; 
Ninety  Now  Placed,  High 
School  Teachers  to  Secure 
Positions. 


The  placing  of  teachers  for  next 
year,  Professor  Nuttall  reports,  is  be- 
ing accomplished  slower  than  last 
year.  The  records  show  an  official 
total  of  ninty  teachers  signed  up.  in 
seminaries  and  primary  and  secondary 
schools.  Twentyinine  of  these  are 
going  out  to  take  high  school  posi- 
tions. Of  those  going  into  grade  work 
thirty-six  are  two-year  normals. 

A larger  percentage  than  this  had 
jobs  by  this  time  last  year,  but  a 
great  many  were  employed  later.  The 
slackness  this  year  is  probably  to  be 
accounted  for  in  an  increased  number 
of  preparatory  teachers.  According 
to  Professor  Nuttall,  however,  many 
of  the  positions  are  yet  to  be  filled. 
He  says  there  is  no  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  high  school  teach- 
ers will  all  find  places.  This  is  also 
true  as  far  as  the  two  year  normals 
are  concerned.  When  questioned, 
however,  Mr.  Nuttall  admitted  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  one 
year  normals  would  all  be  provided 
for. 

The  places  to  which  the  students 
employed  are  going  include  Idaho  dis- 
tricts, various  districts  of  Utah  and 
towns  in  Arizona  and  Nevada.  These 
districts  are,  to  date:  North  Summit, 
Alpine,  Uintah,  Sevier,  South  Summit, 
Nebo,  North  Sanpete,  Church  Semin- 
ary System,  Jordan,  Wasatch,  Carbon, 
Provo,  Dixie  College,  Snow  College, 
and  Kane  County  in  Utah;  Sugar 
City,  Paris,  Victor  and  Driggs  in 
Idaho;  Moapa  and  Overton  in  \Nevada 
and  St.  Johns  and  Snowflake  in  Ari- 
zona. The  Sevier  district  has  taken 
more  than  any  other  and  has  its  teach- 
ing corps  almost  filled. 

Prospects  are  decidedly  in  favor  of 
the  placing  of  all  those  who  are  de- 
siring places  in  secondary  schools  and 
also  of  all  two-year  normals. 
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In  connection  with  the  Byron  Cen- 
tennial, the  University  of  Texas  has 
and  exhibition  of  first  editions  of 
practically  all  his  books  published 
during  his  lifetime,  and  letters  and 
manuscrips  written  by  him.

DAVIS  VISITS  CLASS 

The  Agronomy  class  in  Forage 
Crops  was  visited  Friday  May  23rd  by 
Dr.  Ray  Davis,  truck  gardening  ex- 
pert at  the  experiment  station  of 
Virginia.  Dr.  Davis  received  Jhis 
earlier  training  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  being 
a graduate  of  this  institution,  and  ob- 
tained his  Dr’s,  degree  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin.  In  a short  talk 
made  to  the  class,  the  visitor  compar- 
ed prevailing  conditions  in  the  East 
to  those  here  in  the  West,  stating  that 
the  West  has  not  the  problem  of 
Acid  soils  and  call  for  commercial 
fertilizers  which  prevail  in  the  East. 
For  many  years  the  East  has  been 
using  only  commercial  fertilizers,  but 
has  now  reached  a point  where  soils 
are  in  a very  sour,  poor  condition 
and  the  practice  now  is  to  use  a sys- 
tem of  green  manuring  with  com- 
mercial fertiliers,  a scheme  which  is 
giving  good  results.  Mr  Davis  was 
greatly  interested  in  the  progress  of 
the  country  and  the  school,  especially 
the  agronomy  department,  being  a 
school  friend  of  Dr  Martin

The  annual  excursion  of  the  senior 
class  to  places  of  economic  interest  in 
Utah  County  -took  place  last  Satur- 
day afternoon.  The  seniors  met  at 
the  university  at  two  o’clock.  From 
there  they  were  taken  in  cars  furn- 
ished by  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce on  a tour  of  various  interesting 
points.  The  party  started  south,  the 
first  stop  being  made  at  the  steel  plant 
where  the  factory  and  the  processes 
were  carefully  described  and  explain- 
ed. 

The  next  place  of  importance  was 
the  state  fish  hatchers  at  Springville.

New  Summer  Classes 
To  Be  Held 


Society 


The  B.  Y.  U.  desires  to  make  every 
part  of  the  institution  of  the  greatest 
possible  service.  It  is  planned  this 
year  to  run  three  demonstration 
classes  during  the  summer  session. 
These  will  be  used  to  illustrate  the 
method  of  teaching  discussed  in  the 
regular  courses  in  education.  This 
plan  will  serve  the  college  students, 
and  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible 
help  to  the  children  who  attend. 

The  first  class  will  consist  of  a 
kindergarten — first  grade  group 
children  who  will  be  old  enough  to 
enter  school  next  fall,  will  be  admit- 
ted and  will  be  started  thus  early  on 
their  school  course. 

The  second  group  will  be  of  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  children.  Preference' 
here  will  be  given  to  pupils  of  the 
city  schools  who,  because  of  illness  or 
other  reasons,  have  not  quite  com- 
pleted their  grade.  The  regular- 
teachers  are  making  recommendations 
of  pupils.  The  summer  work  will  be 
planned  to  connect  up  with  the  course 
in  the  public  schools  so  that  these 
pupils  will  be  able  to  be  promoted 
and  thus  be  saved  a year.  If  there 
are  not  enough  pupils  of  this  group, 
others  will  be  admitted. 

The  same  plan  will  be  followed  in 
a junior  high  school  group.  Students 
will  be  able  to  get  credit  in  their 
regular  courses  not  finished  this  year 
if  they  complete  their  work  during 
the  summer. 

Registration  should  be  made 
through  the  public  schools  or  the 
training  school.  A fee  of  two  dollars 
is  charged  to  coyer  the  expense  of 
material  used.  School  opens  at  9:30 
a.  m.  Monday,  June  9th.  Classes 
will  meet  two  hours  daily  so  the  old- 
er children  can  be  at  home  for  work 
during  the  afternoons. 

Y 

Bissell  of  Cornell 

Addreses  Ag.  Men 


Dr.  Frank  B.  Bissell,  professor  of 
Plant  Breeding  at  Cornell  University 
while  visiting  at  the  University,  Mon- 
day, May  26th,  gave  a short  talk  to  a 
group  of  Ag  students  on  the  subject 
of  “Plant  Breeding”  as  it  is  being 
carried  on  in  the  eastern  institution. 
The  work  carried  on  there,  according 
to  Dr.  Bissell,  is  dealing  mostly  with 
small  grains,  beans  and  potatoes,  and 
the  great  aim  in  all  this  work  is  to 
get  right  down  to  the  basic  laws  of 
behavior  regarding  each  plant  and 
going  after  better  results  from  a 
standpoint  of  genetics  rather  than  for 
larger  production.  The  most  recent 
accomplishments  at  the  station  has 
been  the  production  of  a type  of  bean 
which  has  a combination  of  good 
quality  plus  a resistance  to  the  most 
prevelant  diseases,  and  achievement 
which  means  great  fruitful  returns  to 
the  farmers  of  New  York  state.  There 
has  been  produced  several  new  var- 
ieties of  wheat  and  some  of  oats,  one 
of  which  the  “Cornellian”  is  fast 
spreading  over  the  state,  meeting  with 
great  favor  on  the  part  of  the  farm- 
ers. 

The  visitor  stressed  the  fact  that  the 
experiment  stations  are  gaining  the 
confidence  of  the  farmers,  a thing 
which  is  necessary  if  best  cooperation 
is  to  be  obtained.
